| A PECULIAR STORY 







Man who 
Escape 
| from Death. 


|, (The followiag —— article is taken 
from tbe ** Wiokenburg Miner,” Arizona.) 

|. L, B. Cannon of Congress, also well 
known in Phoenix, believes that he 
saw and felt something of the passage 
of the comet on May 19. Hehas writ- 
ten the Phoenix Republican as follows, 
describing his strange and thrilling 
experience tbat day : 

“As Halley's comet seems to be the 
all-absorbing topic of interest at pre 
sent, an experience of mine on May 19

readers. On that day I was riding on 
the desert, ten or twelve miles west of 
the town of Congress in this territory. 
The day was hot and close and sultry, 
although I could not see a cloud near. 
There was a piculiar feeling in the air. 

About 3 p. m. I noticed a peculiar 
looking cloud that seemed to suddenly 
appear a short distance ahead of me 
ang at some height above the earth. 
It was of singular pink color or red 
dish cast. 1t was perbaps a quarter of 
« mile in extent. 

“What particularly astonished me 
was the singular shape of the cloud— 
the top was flat, straight across horiz- 
ontally. The lower part hung down in 
points some lower than others, like any 
other cloud in appearance, but all parte 
had the same pink color. AsI rode 
toward it I poticed that it whs settle 
ing slowly toward the earth. There 
was not a breath of air stirring. 
When I gotto it I found it was dust. 
The edge was directly over me, and as 
it settled down on me, a strong, gasy, 
sulphurous odor prevaded the air, and 
my eyes and nostrils and throat and

tending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in cach of. three years 
A hoinesteader may live within nine miles of 
his homestead ona (arm of at leant B) acros 
solely ownoi and occupied by him or his 
father, smother, brother or 
sister. 

Iv cortaln districts a homesleador in good 
standing may pre-empt aquarter section along 
nido hh homestead, Price, *3100 per acre 
Duetos- Must reside six months in cach of six 
veare from date of homestead entry (inc luding 
thetime required to carn homestead patent 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his home 
stead right and cannot obtain a pre-emption 
may take ^ purchased homestead in certi" 
districts, Price $300 per arce. Duties- Must 
resida nix months in each of three years, culti 
yate fifty acros and erect a house worth $300.00.

I 
earmed of the milkweed cure acciden- 
telly, as I would rab the Itching places 
with all kinds of shrubs and weeds un- 
tilone day I let the juice of a milk- 
weed run on some of the ridges on my 
bands add noticed that it dried up the 
blisters and stopped allitching. Since 
then I have tried this rem«dy in many 
diffitult cases and at all stages, and it 
has invariably cured every case.
